A new mothod for disposing of the human 
body after death has-been proposed by M. Ker- 
govatz, a chomist of Brest, His system is. an 
antiseptic ono, stated to be muck simler and 
Jess expensive than tho old process of embulming, 
and is nothing more than a now galyanoplastic 
applioation. ‘Tho body is coated arith a conduct 
ing substance, anch as “plumbago, or is bathod 
with a solution of nitrate of silver, which, after 
decomposition undor the inflneneo of sunlight, 
leaves a finely-divided deposit of motallic silver. 
It is then placod in a bath of sulphate of coppar, 
aud connected fof oleotrolysia with saveral cells 
ofa gravity or other battery of ernstant cur- 
rent, The result is that the body is encased in 
askin of coppr, which prevents further chanzo 
or chemical action, If desired, this may bo 
again plated with gold or silvar, according to tha 
tasto or woalth of tho frinnds of the doad.

odours bringing sleep to tho rdsttess truvellor. 
And next some one will discover an. equully 
scientific use for the daisy and the cawellis, sud 
oven. for the orchid.
